Climate  and  Rainfall

thi'  Ainerieiiu  Continent.  The  totid  iiveni>te  precipita- 
tion is  17.1)7  inches  of  moisture,  which  shows  that  the 
district  is  by  no  nteans  arid,  nn<l  should  tlu're  he  any 
indication  of  dronth,  wh'l.st  others  pan'h,  the  fortunat.)

tfivin^;  water  for  his  orchard  or  his  veiretables. 

Sprinjt  opens  early — the  fanner  plowinj;  thi'  tirst 
part  of  .March — and  winter  sets  in  about  Christmas. 
The  summers  are  deliithtful.  with  c(H)I  nijfhts  always. 
One  never  experiences  the  oppressive  heat  of  the  Kastcrn 
summers.  Rain  falls  rarely:  in  the  valleys  winds  are 
unknown,  and  wvere  thunder  storms  are  alwolutely  un- 
heard of  in  the  district.  The  winter  of  cinht  or  ten 
weoks  is  brisk  and  cold,  the  thermometer  rimninR  from 
freezinjf  down  to  eight  alxive  zero,  and  onei'  in  two  or 
three  years  zero  weather  comes  for  a  ni(fht  or.  possibly, 
two.  Extremes  are  unknown.  A  few  flurries  of  snow 
may  .some  seasons  pive  a  little  sleijrhinf;,  and  the  younger 
people  look  for  alx>ut  six  weeks  of  skatinpr.  The  Lake 
never  freezes  over.  Deep  snow,  blizzards,  extremely 
cold  weather,  foggy  weather,  and  cold,  damp  atmos- 
pheres are  absolutely  tinheard  of  in  the  Kelowna  Dis- 
trict. 

During  the  spring  and  sumnier  there  is  rarely  a 
cloud  in  the  sky.  and.  eoasequenfly,  the  name  of  "The 
Land  of  Pniit  and  Sni.shine,"  given  by  the  native  In- 
dians. In  the  autumn,  about  >foveml)er  and  early  part 
of  December,  cloudy  weather  comes  for  about  half  of 
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the  time,  with  very  little  rain.  This  is  probably  on 
aeeount  of  the  heavy  rains  which  are  so  frequent  on  the 
Paeifle  coast  at  this  particular  time  of  year.  The  climate 
is  rightly  called  ideal,  with  its  long  summers,  cool  sum- 
mer nights,  short  but  crisp  wint"rs.  and  ideal  .springs 
ami  autumiLs.  The  climate  is  one  of  the  greatest  assets 
of  the  Okanagan  country. 


Products 

The  best  paying  crops  arc:  apples  of  every  variety, 
pears,  peaches,  ])limis.  cherries,  i)rnnes,  iM'rries  of  every 
variety,  tobacco,  vegetables  (Bermuda  onions,  tomatoes,' 
potatiics  finding  unlimited  markets  on  the  prairies)  of 
every  variety,  timothy,  clover,  and  alfalfa  (three  cut- 
tmgs.  yielding  5  to  7i  tons  per  acre ) .  Many  other  fruits 
are  grown,  but  above  mentioned  are  the  i'>aders.  Ap- 
proximately /67  varieties  of  apples  can  be  sueces.sfullv 
grown  at  Kelowna. 


Growth  and  Production 

On  account  of  the  long  giviwicg  season  and  the  adapt- 
ibditv  of  the  country  to  the  production  of  fruit,  the 
growth  of  a  tree  to  the  Easterner  is  phenomenai  Some 
var.eties  of  apples  will  yield  $30  per  acre  the  third  vear 
Several  varieties  will  yield  .liOO  in  UOO  the  fifth  year. 
The  latest  bearers  produce  niceb-  the  fifth  vear'  and 
seven-year-old  trees,  when^  pronerly  cared  for,  in  most 
instances  in  early  bearing  varieties,  arc  bearing  $800  per 
acre.  14-year-old  Northern  Si^vs  are  b-aring  $2,000  per 
acre.  14-year-old  pear  trees  are  bearing  over  .$1,200  per 
acre  net,  and  nearly  double  that  amount  has  been  pro- 
duced in  a  couple  of  instances. 

Kelowna  is  far  past  the  experimental  stagi>  She  is 
the  greatest  jiroducer  of  fruits  and  vegetable  in  the 
grent  Province  of  Briti.sh  Columbia.  She  .shipped  this 
year  (12  carloads  of  fruit  and  produce,  which  will  brin.> 
her  over  half  a  million  dollars. 


About  the  Quality  of  Fruit 
Grown 

Thu  best  way  to  satisfy  one  interested  in  the  quality 
and  marketable  value  of  our  fruit  is  to  give  some  of  the 
winnings  of  the  Kelovvna  Uistriet  at  the  greatest  apple 
shows  open  to  world  eompetition.  The  Greatest  Apple 
Show  ever  held  in  the  United  States  was  that  held  at 
Spokane  in  Deeember,  VMS.  At  this  exhibition  Kelowua 
entered  43  boxes  in  keenest  eompetition  with  the  wonder- 
fid  fruit-growing  distriets  of  the  Western  States,  and 
with  the  world,  and  she  won  $4,423.  two  gold  medals. 
and  a  silver  loving  eup,  whieh  was  donated  by  the 
Seattle  Ch  imber  of  t'ommeree  for  apples  of  the  finest 
flavor  and  texture  in  the  world.  The  leading  papers  of 
Spokane  City  eame  out  in  glowing  headlines.  ■Uiil.s  iff 
to  Kelovvna." 

At  the  reeent  National  Apple  Sh|w  hel.  at  Van- 
couver (Oetober  31st  to  No"ember  iUk  1910)  Ke.lov.aa 
again  triumphed  over  the  world  by  winning  the  two 
largest  prizes  offered  ($1,000  oa.sh  each  and'  two  gold 
medals),  winning  in  all  $3,814  cash  and  nine  medals. 
One  of  the  medals  (value  $150)  was  donated  fir  winning 
the  greatest  number  of  first  prizes  at  the  Show,  whieh 
explains  itself.  Every  one  of  these  prizes  was  won  in 
the  keenest  competition.  In  one  of  the  $1,000  classes 
there  were  12  carloads  in  eompetition.  5  of  whieh  were 
from  the  I'nited  States.
